Week  #2:  Putting  God  First 

Talking  through  the  message  during  the  week  with  your  Hope  Team  or  family  will  help 
you  turn  what  God  is  saying  to  you  into  action  steps  as  you  move  forward.  Begin  with  the 
key  questions,  add  any  additional  scriptures  and  questions  if  needed  or  desired,  and  then 
wrap  up  in  prayer  and  deciding  on  your  NEXT  STEPS. 

Kris's  Main  Idea: 

We  don't  serve  money.  We  serve  God.  Money  serves  us  as  we  serve  God. 

Key  Questions: 

•  What  is  one  idea  from  the  message  that  really  stood  out  to  you?  Why? 

•  Are  you  giving  God  your  best?  Why  or  Why  Not? 

•  Share  a  time  when  your  faith  grew  as  a  result  of  giving. 
What  did  you  learn  about  God  from  that  experience? 

With  your  bible  or  You  Version,  read  and  discuss  Leviticus  27:30, 
Proverbs  3:9-10  and  Malachi  3:8-12. 

More  Key  Questions: 

•  How  can  tithing  be  a  form  of  accountability  for  you? 

•  What  are  some  barriers  you've  faced  or  are  facing  that  keep  you  from  tithing? 

•  Pastor  Kris  shared  about  how  tithing  has  enable  God  to  work  through  the  church. 

•  What  are  some  of  the  things  God  is  doing  that  you  are  most  excited  about? 

•  Why  do  you  think  Malachi  3  is  the  only  place  in  the  Bible  where  God  asks  us  to 
test  Him? 

•  What  is  the  connection  between  our  hearts  and  our  giving? 

Next  Steps: 

•  What  is  one  thing  you  will  do  this  week  as  a  result  of  something  you  heard  or 
learned  from  this  week's  message? 

Daily  Bible  Readings  &  Prayer  Focus  This  Week: 

Take  steps  to  put  God  first  in  all  areas  of  your  life,  including  tithing,  by  reading 

and  talking  over  the  following  passages  this  week. 

Day  1:  Malachi  3:6-12     Think  about  the  blessings,  other  than  financial,  that  you 

might  be  looking  for  God  to  pour  out  upon  you  life. 

Day  2:  Leviticus  27:30-33     Pray  and  Ask  God  to  give  you  a  clear  understanding  of 

the  tithe  and  how  it  applies  to  your  life. 

Day  3:  Proverbs  3:9-10  -  Ask  God  how  you  can  best  honor  the  Lord  with  your 

wealth. 

Day  4:  Deuteronomy  14:22-29     How  are  you  doing  at  storing  up  for  times  that 

there  might  not  be  as  much.  Ask  God  to  give  you  a  plan. 

Day  5:  2  Gorinthians  9:6-15     Ask  God  to  make  you  a  cheerful  giver. 

Day  6:  Luke  21:1-4  -  Ask  God  to  make  you  faithful  in  giving  out  of  the  areas  of 

poverty. 

Day  7:  Genesis  14:1-24     What  does  this  passage  tell  you  about  being  faithful  with 

what  God  has  given  you.
